Berlin, November 15.— Field Marshal Hermann Goering, it was re- 
ported in reliable quarters, is deeply indignant over the tremendous 
destruction resulting from the wave of anti-Semitism sweeping across 
Germany since last Thursday. He is chiefly opposed by Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels, who recommends uncompromising persecution of 
the Jews.

MEDICAL ROMANCE 
STRESSED BY M J). 



Doctor Nichols Addressed 
St. James Literary 
Society 



."It is said that doctors always 
talk shop," said Dr. A. G. Nicholls, 
M.D., D.Sc, F.R.S., in his illus- 
trated address to the St James 
Literary Society last night at the 
Engineering Institute. "However, 
tonight, I wish to place more stress 
upon romance than medicine." 

Taking as his topic "The Romance 
of Medicine in French Canada," Dr. 
Nicholls proceeded to outline the 
first voyages of John Cabot and 
Jacques Cartier and the part played 
by medicine in them. During his 
first winter in Canada, the ex- 
pedition was attacked by scurvy, 
and only ten of his 110 men 
escaped the dread disease. An In- 
dian cure consisting of boiled bark 
and leaves of the Spruce tree re- 
stored most of his men to health. 

When the French later established 
a post at Port Royal, scurvy again 
attacked his men, but many were 
cured when spring ar'ived. With 
the arrival of new recruits in 1606 
came Louis Hebert, Canada's first 
surgeon, but history has remember- 
ed him better as Canada's first true 
farmer. 

Dr. Nicholls outlined the history 
of French Canada's early hospitals, 
notably the Hotel Dieu in Montreal. 
This establishment endured many 
trials and disasters. Several times 
it faced extinction, only the gener- 
ous donations of Madame de Bouil- 
lon in France keeping ilive the old- 
est hospital in Montreal. 

Dr. Nicholls concluded his talk 
with slides, among them several of 
Montreal in its early years. Col. C. 
O. Reiffenstein was in the chair.

Whether or not the British Em- 
pire must disintegrate will be the 
question under consideration at the 
international debate to be held in 
the Union Ballroom tomorrow eve- 
ning at 8.15 o'clock. The Australi- 
ans will uphold the affirmative of 
the resolution while Alfred Pick 
and Morton Godine will defend the 
unity of the Empire by debating for 
the negative. 

Macdonald Debate. 
Last night the Australian debat- 
ers successfully defended the nega- 
tive side of the 
resolution that 
"Nationalism is 
the Enemy of 
Civilisa tion" 
against T. N. 
Beaupré and Ted 
Bird of Macdon- 
ald College. H. 
D. Brunt, Hon. 
President of the 
Literary Debat- 
ing Society, wel- 
comed the speakers. 

As first speaker for the affirma- 
tive, T. N. Beaupré maintained that 
"Nationalism caused economic and 
political trouble with the interfer- 
ence in the rights of individuals." 
The Australians on the other hand 
claimed that "any possible catastro- 
phe would be caused by economic 
troubles and opposing ideologies 
rather than nationalism." 

Tomorrow's debate at the McGill 
Union is the first debate of this 
type that has been held at McGill 
for some time, and the debaters 
are representing countries on oppo- 
site sides of the globe. 

Students of Law 
The visiting Àussies have been 
active in debating circles of their 
respective universities for the past 
few years and are both students of 
law. They have been debating at 
all the large universities across 
Canada since September and Mc- 
Gill is proud to welcome them here 
to contest a question of growing 
importance to the Dominions. 

Alfred Pick and Morton Godine 
are well-known to McGill, students 
as public speakers and debaters 
and are both past presidents of the 
McGill Debating Union. Mr. Pick 
was the holder of the Guy Drum- 
mond Travelling Scholarship two

Mrs.Grant in Favor of Martin 
Scholarship Scheme

Evidence that the National 
Federated Scholarship drive will 
receive official backing was 
given by T. H. Matthews at the 
meeting held yesterday in the 

McGill Union. 

Mr. Matthews read the following 
resolution which was passed by the 
McGill Senate in 1936. "The Senate 
of McGill University wishes to as- 
sociate itself with the general ob- 
jects of the proposed scheme of Na- 
tional Scholarships for Canada, and 
supports strongly the contention 
that in the interests of this coun- 
try it should be possible for the 
ablest students of our schools to 
continue their education at the uni- 
versity. It bolieves that a scheme 
which effectively secured the re- 
quired facilities would, be a wise 
national investment and would at 
the same time provide a very valu- 
able stimulus both to our educa- 
tional institutions and to the youth 
of Canada." 

Present Condition Described. 

Mr. Matthews also presented yes- 
terday a brief outline of the present 
state of scholarships at McGill. 
Fifty -nine thousand- dollars is set 
aside each year by the. Board of 
Governors to be used for scholar- 
ships, bursaries and loans for the 
use of students who are financially 
unable to continue at the Univer- 
sity. Bursaries differ from scholar- 
ships only in that they are given to 
those students who cannot afford to 
remain at college, whereas scholar- 
ships are given irrespective of. finan- 
cial conditions. Mr. Matthews stat- 
ed that he greatly approved the 
scheme for a system of 'national 
scholarships, as he believed it 
would improve the intellectual level 
of the student body, and make the 
University a more interesting place. 

Backed By Martin. 

Dr. Paul Martin, member of Par- 
liament for Windsor, is an inter- 
ested backer of the project. Last 
year Mr. Martin expressed keen 
interest in the students' demands at 
the Winnipeg conferences for a 
system of national scholarships. Ha 
introduced a resolution regarding 
this plan in Parliament, and It 
found the support of several' mem- 
bers. Owing to lack of 'support on 
the part of the students the bill . 
was shelved. . 

■ •■ 

Following Mr. Matthews, Mrs. 
Grant spoke for a few moments on 
the value of a system of scholar- 
ships for Canada, as she believed 
that intelligent well-trained minds 
were essential to the further de- 
velopment of this .country. She 
spoke of Mr. Martin's great inter- 
est in the project, and stressed the 
necessity for strong student back- 
ing. 

Speakers Thanked. 

Donald Lloyd-Smith, acting chair- 
man of the meeting, thanked the 
speakers, and then called for nom- 
inations.

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Support from the 
University 

•LANS for a campaign for Fédéral scho- 
larships began to take shape yesterday 
afternoon when a representative group of 
students gathered in the Union. Apart 
from information already common know- 
ledge, one fact stood out significently— that 
the University officially backed a move to 
have the Government give material aid to 
students who, through financial need, might 
be deprived of higher education. 

In a resolution sent to members of the 
Cabinet in 1936 the McGill Senate asked 
Parliament to co-operate and to inaugur- 
ate a system of scholarships for Canadian 
students. That this recommendation was 
not followed is of course evident. Neverthe- 
less, it is encouraging to note that definite 
support is coming from university authori- 
ties. 

' As pointed out yesterday, a resolution 
in the House by Paul Martin was shelved 
a couple of years ago on the excuse that 
studènts themselves had not shown suffi- 
cient interest to voice their own request. 
However, with a concerted drive by stud- 
ents, and with action from the universities 
proper, it is not too much to hope that the 
Government will soon see fit to formulate 
a national system of scholarships. 



Physical Education 
and Skiing 

pOR a number of years the McGill An- 
' nouncements have carried notices to 
the effect that Physicial Education for all 
men in the first two years of university 
courses in compulsory — and then follows a 
note saying that, owing to lack of accom- 
modation, the rule is suspended for the ses- 
sion. 

Let us look behind the notice. Appar- 
ently there are those at McGill who believe 
in physical education. They believe in its 
inherent soundness. Otherwise the notice 
never would have found its way into our 
Announcements. That being so— assuming 
that there are those here who believe in 
physicâl education — it is surprising that 
nôthing has been done. 

In R.V.C. there is a program of phy- 
sical education which works fairly well. It 
has many features. Co-eds can indulge in 
a number of forms of exercise which do not 
require the time and concentration of effort 
• that team competition does. They are able 
to arrange for riding, archery, and, in the 
winter, skiing. The last point is one on' 
which we-will dwell. 

The girls receive ski instruction on the 
slopes of Mount Royal. It costs little — 
apart from the salary of the instructor. It 
calls for no expensive equipmènt from the 
University. It would appear that the 
slopes of Mount Royal are there for men 
as well as for women. There is no reason 
why the Athletics Board, or Athletics Coun- 
cil, or whoever it is who has the ultimate 
authority, cannot employ a person specifi- 
cally for this work, if no member of the De- 
partment of Physicial Education can 
handle it. 

Skiing is a sport which is increasing in 
popularity- by leaps and bounds. The in- 
terest in non-competitive skiing is very 



high. A fair sample of it was shown at the 
Ski Club meeting last week. 

It is known that an instructor, a very 
capable one, has been giving dry skiing 
lessons and advice to those interested but 
he would be unable to cope with the scores 
who would seek to learn skiing technique 
when the snow is in the ground. A coach 
with the greatest qualifications will be as- 
sisting McGill's competitive skiers at St. 
Margarets this winter. Why can't the 
"goofers" and beginners who really need 
help get it? 

Skiing is a great form of physical edu- 
cation and, since facilities at McGill are 
so limited, is about the only inexpensive 
rriethod of giving students a chance to 
really exercise their bodies sensibly. 

Let's have a ski class — or even several 
classes for persons in different stages of 
skiing — on Mount Royal as soon as suf- 
ficient snow comes.

THE EARTH TURNS 



Another Remembrance Day has passèd. The 
whole of civilization has once mOrè given a 
brief moment of thoughtful reflection to the 
unparalleled tragedy of the World War. Hu- 
manity has again taken this solemn occasion to 
ponder the future and wonder whether another 
such terrible conflict is inevitable. 

Of particular significance was this present 
anniversary of Peace, for it comes at a time 
when Europe has jiist- passed through a very 
grave crisis. That continent of many antag- 
onisms seemed about to wield its drawn sword 
—but it was suddenly sheathed at Munich. 
Western Society Instinctively sighed in relief 
as peace was established, even if the essential 
basis of the crisis was not removed. 

Is it not then feasible at this time to con- 
template Munich as well as Versailles— to an- 
alyze its historical significance and its probable 
social repercussions? The world is now ex- 
periencing the aftermath of that recent Four 
Power Conference— an aftermath which clearly 
reveals the amazing paradox that although hu- 
manity in general has a great repugance for 
war and fully appréciâtes its tragic futility, the 
world seems to be headed with an awful rapid- 
ity towards another univérssd conflict. What 
are those diabolical forces then which are actu- 
ally responsible for thé precipitation of thè pré- 
sent general crisis? 

Careful consideration will show that the re- 
cent crisis in Europe was fundamentally not 
brought about as a result of certain aggressive 
powers demanding that the principle of self- 
determination be applied to a particular state. 
That principle which is so typically répresen- 
tive of Wilsonian Idealism has now become 
the reactionary weapon of Fascist expansion- 
its. All the paraphernalia of racism and na- 
tionalism are relatively superfluous factors 
which but tend to mask the true face of a 
desperate economic imperialism. It was undér 
the guise of such insidiousjy-cloaked doctrines 



i 
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that the strategic Republic of Czechoslovakia 
was peacefully mutilated— because the destruc- 
tion of that democratic state facilitated the Ger- 
man drive to the East and the eventual domin- 
ation of Europe. 

But how long can the Western Democracies 
pretend to be blind to this hypocrisy and capi- 
tulate again and again, until the poison of Fas- 
cism has begun to pollute the body and soul 
of modern civilization? There are Interests by 
the sacrifice of which even peace Is too dearly 
purchased— for not a geographical entity but 
certain vital ideals have been sacrificed on the 
altar of a poisoned peace. The Conference at 
Munich marks the complete collapse of that 
elaborate system of collective security built up 
in the post-war period. Europe now has sunk 
into the dark gulf of a barbaric anarchy in 
which the primitive laws of force once more 
become the determining factor in the relations 
between peoples and races. The Hegel dictum 
that the only lesson history teaches is that 
history teaches no lesson seems to be verified 
once more. 

MUNICH— A BRITISH DEFEAT. 

The Munich Conférence is a crushing de- 
feat for the British Empire. Not only does it 
mark the tragic betrayal of a democracy in 
Central Europe, but it has delivered world de» 
mocracy a terrific blow, a blow which can only 
facilitate the rapid spread of despotism. More- 
over, it now exposes the Empire to the increased 
might of Fascist aggression. Major Elliot in 
commenting upon the military aspects of the 
recent crisis said: "The fall of Czéchoslovakia 
means the ènd of British dominance in the Near 
East, and within a measurable period of time 
in the Indian Ocean. It means nothing less than 
the destruction of the British Empire or its pre- 
servation at the .price of a long bloody war." 

Does Munich then mark the decline of Bri- 
tish Imperialism? Pitt would never have tol- 
erated a Fascist invasion of Spain and the giv- 
ing up of Central and Eastern Europe to Nazi 
Germany. But now the balance of power has been 
destroyed at a blow, and the Empire is being 
threatened in every part of the world by the 
menace of Fascism. Germany has been given 
access to résources that will make her far more 
formidable as an economic and military rival. 
Thus has Munich helped to create a Monster 
Frankenstein over whom England is gradually 
losing all control. 

MUNICH— A FRENCH DEFEAT. 

" The Munich Conference marks the most 
humiliating defeat in the diplomatic history 
of France. That nation has sunk to the lével 
of a third-rate power in Europe. It was France 
who was formally bound to defend the integrity 
of Czechoslovakia in the event of aggression, 
and by refusing to live up to her commitments 
she has lost the effective support of all her 
Continental allies. Now she is virtu- 
ally isolated in the West and thus 
forced to stoop to the dictates of 10 Downing 
Street. What utter bankruptcy of French di- 
plomacy! She would have done well to have re- 
mèmbered at Munich the significant words of 
Machiavelli that "the Prince who contributes 
towards the advancement of another Power 
ruins his own." 

France is once more faced with the men- 
ace of. a powerful militant Germany on her 
Eastern border— a Germany that need no long- 
er fear the stab of Czechoslovakia, or the unit- 
ed force of Danubia and Balkania to her rear 
flank. Of what value under the circumstances 
is her mutual assistance pact with Russia, with 
the connecting link bètween the two powers 
completely smashed? 

This cowardly capitulation before an empty 
display of force— this cruel abandonment of a 
friendly democracy in the face of violent 
threats— this suicidal policy conducive to na- 
tional deterioration — all that constitutes De- 
ladier's Peace with Honor! 

AFTER MUNICH WHAT? 

But there is no need to develop a Spengler 
defeatism. This is the critical period of a re- 
markable transitory age, an age which can per- 
haps be best described in the words of Dick- 
ens "It is the season of Light, it is the season 
of Darkness." In Western Society culture and 
progress struggles with barbarism and reaction. 
We have thé basis of a magnificent civilization 
if we can but learn to live in peace and to 
adapt our social and economic structure to a 
technological age. 

But let there be no illusions as to the fate 
of society if that path is not taken, for it would 
mean the decay and collapse of modern civili- 
zation. But such an alternative I do not anti- 
cipate. Despite the darkness of the period 
through which we are passing, I cannot but feel 
that we are on the threshold of a new era, an 
era of democracy and freedom, of prospèrity 
and culture. Then wè can expect a permanent 
peace. '

THEATRE, PROPAGANDA AND 
CRITICISM. 

The following article is a con- 
densation of the Theatre column 
which appeared in the Daily of No- 
vember 2. It is being reprinted to 
provide a starting point for the dis- 
cussion at the meeting of the Philo- 
sophical Society this week, where 
the subject "Can Art Be Propa- 
ganda?" will be discussed. 
•> ❖ ❖ 

When we consider the problem of 
the relation of art and propaganda, 
it is surprising that the topic can 
still be a subject for debate. For 
it should be self-evident to anyone 
with a fair knowledge of the his 
tory of the theatre that there is a 
very definite and direct relationship 
between dramatic art and the pro- 
pagation of political, moral or re- 
ligious ideas; and furthermore, that 
this is one of the more important 
functions of dramatic art in par 
ticular, and all art in general. Yet, 
now, approximately two thousand 
years since the first propaganda 
plays appeared in the theatre of the 
Greeks, two thousand yéàrs during 
which the propaganda plays of 
Molière, Ibsen and Shaw have been 
universally applauded and hailed as 
the most glorious achievements in 
the realm of the theatre, people can 
still reject the idea that art has any- 
thing to do with propaganda. 

There are, in general, four theo- 
ries about this pertinent question. 
All of them are given expression, 
either implicitly or explicitly, in 
modern dramatic criticism. It is 
held that art has nothing to do with 
propaganda, that art may give ex- 
pression to certain kinds of propa- 
ganda, that propaganda may figure 
in works of art if artistry is not 
sacrificed for the sake of the artist's 
message, and, finally, that art has 
a social bssis and purpose, and, 
therefore, the dissemination of ideas 
is a necessary function of art. 

When those who deny that propa- 
ganda has a place in art are con- 
fronted with the works" of a master 
propagandist such as Ibsen, they 
reply that Ibsen's Ideas cannot be 
considered propaganda because they 
are true. This conception arises 
from a misuse of the term propa- 
ganda. Properly speaking, the word 
propaganda means simply the ex- 
pression and dissemination of ideas 
or beliefs, and should not imply a 
judgment on the validity of the 
Ideas or beliefs. Yet the -word has 
come to be used as an epithet and 
connotes a distortion of the truth 
for an ulterior motive. The advent 
of Fascist Ministries of Propaganda 
has justified the use of the word in 
this sense, This explains why the 
notion that art should not be di- 
vorced from propaganda is so re- 
pugnant to many people. But if the 
term is used in its purer sense, then 
the denial of the propaganda ele- 
ment in drama is obvoiusly ridicul- 
ous. 

The whole point of this article is 
that great art always has and al- 
ways will be a method of criticism. 
That this, in fact, is the highest 
function of art. In an era when 
criticism of the social order is most 
pronounced, an artist, insofar as he 
is a thinking and sincere being, is 
forced to give expression to this 
criticism in terms of the human per- 
sonality. So-called propaganda in 
the drama is not a new thing and 
is here to stay as long as .play- 
wrights still think and have ideas. 
When ideas are divorced from art, 
art becomes divorced from life and 
is then a dead thing.

HEIFETZ PLAYS FOR SCIENCE 
AS ANALYSER SPLITS SOUND 

Cambridge — Rare chords of an 
ancient 1700 Stradivarius and a 
Guarnerius met an electric test of 
science yesterday in the laboratory 
of Fréderick A. Saunders, profes- 
sor of Physics, in an attempt to dis- 
cover whether modern technique 
can surpass the art of the famous 
Italian masters. 

Using a harmonic analyser which 
gives a phonographic record of each 
sound, the scientists dissected 64 
notes from the violins, played by 
Jascha Heifetz, world-famous musi- 
cian. The artist sat in a special 
sound box and held each note for 
four or five seconds while vibrating 
pens wrote the delicate message on 
drums. 

After keeping his eye on a red 
light which determined the length 
of each tone, Heifetz said: "Most of 
the time it was too long. I hope it 
was all right."

THE TURNING TIDE OF 
.. UNIVERSITY AFFAIRS 

International Student Service. 

The International Student Service 
conference on "Peaceful Chance" 
was held at Southampton during 
April. There were 85 delegates 
from Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Great Britain, 
Hungary, Sweden, Switzerland and 
Yugoslavia, together with repre- 
sentatives of the London and Paris 
offices of the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace, and mem- 
bers of the I.S.S. staff from London 
and Geneva. 

The conference met in round 
tables to discuss: " Stability and 
Change in International Relations, 
Economic Appeasement, Danubian 
Questions, The Colonial Problem 
and the Procedure of Peaceful 
Change and the reports of these 
Commissions were discussed in a 
plenary session. The conclusions of 
such a conference were not to have 
the nature of agreed recommenda- 
tions. In all the discussion was 
characterized by sharp disagree- 
ments, as for instance, when Ger- 
mans, British and French considered 
the economic value of colonies. 
Even the Commission on Procedure 
soon came up against the opposing 
theories of bilateralism and multi- 
lateralism. 

Nevertheless there was enough 
agreement and readiness to appreci- 
ate other' points of view to make 
one feel optimistic for the long run- 
when the students of today should 
be in positions of responsibility— 
however pessimistic one might be 
about the short run.

Freedom of Speech. 

From the "Critic," of Otago Uni- 
versity, we obtain two instances of 
the sort of liberty which is allowed 
to students under this much vaulted 
system of democracy. 

At Victoria University College, 
New Zealand, discussion of sex and 
religion at University meetings is 
prohibited by the Professorial 
Board. 

At a meeting of the McGill Uni- 
versity Social. Problems Club a 
Communist contributor to a sym- 
posium was informed that he was 
liable to a year's imprisonment un 
der a law which makes it illegal to 
propagate Communist doctrines in 
the Province of Quebec. This, mind 
you, after a Conservative, a Liberal 
and a Fascist had spoken to the 
same meeting. 

It does seem very disheartening 
that the University, which is widely 
regarded as the centre of learning 
and the one means of bringing the 
light to the ignorant seeker, should 
be nothing more than a net of ill 
seeming reaction. Instead of com 
ing to college to be taught to teach 
ourselves, we find that in reality 
we are taught what we must not 
teach ourselves. Fortunately, not 
every University is afflicted with 
the same disease, and we hope that 
the methods of modern science and 
inquiry will soon find a prévenir 
tive. 

Herr Hitler has been appointed 
Poet Laureate of the Reich. 

German Student Culture. 

The subservant mentality of the 
German student of today is quite 
incomprehensible. The flower of 
the old culture has withered and 
in its place there stands a hollow 



mask flashily painted and bedizen- 
ed, but empty of any real signifi- 
cance. Art schools produce busts 
of Hitler and study busts of Hitler 
and bespatter their museums with 
busts of Hitler. Students of lit- 
erature read "Mein Kampf" and 
write essays about Hitler and 
actually paint his words on the 
walls of their libraries. There are 
no political students in the accus- 
tomed sense of the word, but a 
racial science has been established 
the sole aim of which is to prove 
the supremacy of the German people 
— and perhaps the British people 
as well when Hitler feels that he 
would like a couple of colonies. 
Women are discouraged from at- 
tending Universities and have it 
impressed upon them that their sole 
function in life is the bearing and 
caring of children,. 

It is incredible. The German 
student does not think of new lib- 
erty or new culture except in an 
indirect way as it renders his blind 
adulation of one man more perfect 
The purge of the people may some- 
how have been necessary ^though 
this does not in any way sanction 
anti-Semitism), but now it has been 
carried far beyond the bounds of 
reason. The only result is that the 
hoped-for revival of the German 
culture will be indefinitely post- 
poned and perhaps killed, because 
if the frosts of winter are prolonged 
far, into spring, there can be no 
roots from which the plants of 
summer may spring. 



Students' Union. 
At Melbourne recently 3,000 stu- 
dents from all parts of Australia 
witnessed the opening of a new 
Students' Union in that University. 
It was the culmination of continued 
co-operation between students, staff 
and general public and provided 
Melbourne with a real cultural 
amenity. 

Wits may derive some slight en- 
couragement but our Union does 
seem a long way' off. 



The War in China. 

At the International Conference 
of the World Student Association 
for Peace, Freedom and Culture, 
the student delegates after consid- 
ering with approval the reports of 
organized assistance for the Chi 
nese students from all countries in 
the world, drafted the following 
two messages which throw a clear 
light on the actual position in the 
East: 

To the Students of China: "Ever 
since the demonstration of the 
Peiping , students of December 9th, 
1935, students throughout the world 
have followed with closest attention 
the development of your great 
movement We have watched with 
admiration your efforts 'to achieve 
the unity of the student body in 
China, in every University town 
and province; we have watched the 
formation of the All-China Student 
Union and the way in which you 
have unsparingly placed yourselves 
at the service of the nation in your 
campaigns for the education of the 
people and for famine relief. 



We have always recognized that 
your struggle for the territorial in- 
tegrity of your country is not only 
a fight for a free China, but also a 
fight for peace in the Far East, for 
world peâce. With every day that 
passes this becomes clearer. We re- 
gard the aggression of Japanese 
militarists as an absolutely unpro- 
voked violation of the Covenant of 
the League of Nations and of the 
treaties which the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has signed in recent years. 

We consider that your constant 
and loyal collaboration with the 
World Student Association, your 
co-operation with other student or- 
ganizations in the East, and the fact 
that you have stretched out your 
hand to the students of Japan and 
called upon them to join with you 
to further the cause of peace and 
liberty in the Far East — shows 
clearly that it is the desire of the 
Chinese students to struggle side 
by side with all students of every 
country. 

To the Students of Japan: "We 

know that you love your country 
and that what you desire is a 
better life for the Japanese people, 
the development of your culture, 
a secure future for the students 
and the whole of the youth of 
your country. 

The Chinese students, too, love 
their people. They have fought 
many long and heroic struggles 
for the independence of their coun- 
try and for the education of their 
people. And the Chinese students, 
while resisting the attacks of 
Japanese militarism on their coun- 
try, have held out their hand to 
the Japanese people, to the youth 
and students of Japan, and called 
upon them to co-operate in a 
struggle for peace and liberty in 
the Far East. We know that the 
appeal of the Chinese students has 
not remained without an answer in 
your country. The students through- 
out the world echo the appeal of 
the Chinese students and urgently 
call upon you to do everything 
within your power to bring an end 
to the war against the Chinese 
people and to work for the estab- 
lishment of peace in the Far East."

University Education in Russia. 

At the present moment there are 
some 525 universities in the U.S.S.R., 



90 agronomical institutes, 88 peda- 
gogical seminaries and 77 faculties 
of medicine. Whoever shows intel- 
lectual ability, regardless of sex, 
race, or nationality, and irrespective 
of his material situation, may enter 
the' University. More than half a 
million young men and women are 
now attending courses in these in- 
stitutes of higher education. As 
opposed to the system in vigour in 
other countries, not only are there 
no university fees, but the great 
majority of the students receive' 
a regular monthly scholarship which 
allows them to devote their whole 
time to their studies. Moreover, 
they live in student hostels where 
they are surrounded with the best 
possible conditions for making the 
most of their time at the Univer- 
sity. 

In 1914 there were less than 120,- 
000 university students in Russia. 
In 1930 there were 191,000 and 'in 
1935, 522,000. 

Soviet students, their studies over, 
never have to face unemployment 
A post is guaranteed them, even be- 
fore leaving the University. And 
although the number of students 
grows ceaselessly, the need for men 
and women formed by the institu- 
tions of higher education is always 
greater than the number of those 
who study. Between 1930 and 1935, 
280,000 young specialists graduated 
from the Universities and 520,000 
from the technical schools. As in 
all other domains of Soviet life, 
women are on a completely equal 
footing with men In the universi- 
ties. In 1935 the proportion of 
women studying in the universities 
amounted to 38 per cent, and in 
the technical high schools to 44 per 
cent.
